But 
Georgia, Mississippi, Alabama, 
South Carolina and Louisiana, 
while they have had Dixiecrats 
in great, and largely hypocritical 
plenty, have witnessed no honest 

ffort at putting together a gen- 
uine opposition party. 
Eisenhower Repub- 
licans, who were perhaps the 
most pure in heart of all those 
who did battle at the Chicago 
convention, have suffered might- 
ily over their failure since the 
victory of their candidate. They 
felt that they, above all others, 
had a call to the arms. 


Georgia's 


Moral Issue 


It was the fight over the Geor- 
gia delegation which, when the 
convention rose in its might and 
did the unheard-of deed of re- 
versing its rules committee and 
taking away the delegates stolen 
for Bob Taft, really nominated 
Gen. Eisenhower. 

In the hilarious hours after 
that nomination one Georgian 
greeted a member of the winning 
delegation, seated after such a 
long and acrimonious fight and 
said, ‘‘Who in the world would 
ever have thought to see a Re- 
publican convention turn on the 
Georgia delegation, and on a 
moral issue at that?’ 

At any rate, the winning Eisen- 
hower Republicans came home 
seriously and sincerely deter- 
mined to -build an oppasition 
party. Out of what I conceive to 
be an adequate knowledge of the 
political facts, I do not believe 
there were anywhere in the 
south more dedicated Republi- 
cans. They were, genuinely ideal- 
istic. 

They could have had Gov. 
Herman Talmadge’s help in cam- 
paigning for a ‘‘Democrats-For- 
Eisenhower’ ticket and might 
well have carried the state with 
such a devious device. They 
firmly rejected it. They wanted 
to build their own party. 

Almost immediately after the 
election the Eisenhower party in 
Georgia ran into a fight with the 
old-line Taft faction which had 
been unseated at Chicago by 
convention action. There were 
throats cut and damage done. 
But again the Eisenhower faction 
won, though at considerable cost. 
Now it comes up with the first 
genuine, all-wool-and-a-vard-wide 
Republican congressional candi- 
date to be offered in the Deep 
South. 


No Help 


It remains to be seen what 
the national committee will do. 
The probability is it will do very 
little. No national GOP organi- 
zation has ever really been will- 
ing to raise the money and pro- 
vide the leadership necessary to 
build a Southern Republican party 
worthy of the name. 

There are, astonishingly enough, 
nine states in which the Repub- 
licans have as yet failed to enter 
candidates in the House elec- 
tion battle. In Georgia they will 
have one. This leaves 73 dis- 
tricts in which the Democrats 
as yet have no opposition, as 
follows:

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EDC Is Tottering; 
Russia Is Gleeful 


French Premier Mendes-France met 
yesterday with Sir Winston Churchill in 
an effort to salvage something of the 
European Defense Community that would 
incorporate West Germany's potential in 
Western defenses. He went back to France 
without securing British agreement to 
join the plan but with assurances from 
Churchill that “I will do all I can to 
help.” 

The French premier is now staking his 
meteoric career on the issue. His compro- 
mise proposals, incorporating what he be- 
lieves the French nation will accept, have 
been turned down flatly by all the pow- 
ers involved, including West Germany. 
That leaves the situation about as it was 
when the French themselves first pro- 
posed the plan. 

The impasse is not of Mendes-France’s 
choosing. He inherited the problem. EDC 
is opposed by the extreme right and the 
extreme left and French nationalists are 
opposed to any surrender of national sov- 
ereignty. It is generally conceded that no 
French government could secure approval 
of the EDC treaty in its present form. 

The courageous French premier, who 
gave such promise of bringing new sta- 
bility to the French government, has 
scheduled the first French Assembly de- 
bate on EDC on Aug. 28. If he insists on 
a vote on EDC in its present form, his 
government is likely to fall. At the same 
time, his watered-down plan will not be 
accepted by France’s allies. 

Whatever happens, the West cannot de- 
lay any longer a definite settlement with 
Germany. The French have the choice of 
permitting West Germany to rearm and to 
regain her national sovereignty within 
the framework of EDC or of letting Ger- 
many rebuild without the EDC safe- 
guards. A West Germany on its own and 
determined to reunite its divided country 
presents a greater danger. 

Washington is gambling everything on 
EDC and to date has shown no inclina- 
tion to compromise with the French. The 
situation is headed for a climax. In event 
of final French rejection of the plan, Mr. 
Dulles must come up with some “alterna- 
tives” if the Western alliance is not to 
fall apart. 

The Russians are gleeful over the pros- 
pect and are setting the stage to pick up 
the pieces. Their first project is a reunited 
Germany—but a Communist Germany.

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Osawatomie Makes 


Fluoridation History 


Osawatomie, Kans., in the news a 
hundred years ago for the night rides of 
the abolitionist John Brown, has made 
history again. Last week Osawatomie be- 
came the 1,000th community in the nation 
to fluoridate its water supply. 


When it did, Dr. Leslie M. Fitzgerald, 
president of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, was on hand to declare fluorida- 
tion for preventing dental decay “one of 
the great public health measures of our 
time.” 


The national dental association chief 
said that of all the irresponsible charges 
leveled against fluoridation, not a single 
one has withstood the test of scientific 
investigation. 

Dr. Fitzgerald finds ready agreement 
in the medical profession. Dr. T. E. Cato, 
Miami health commissioner, for example, 
says, “In my opinion, fluoridation of our 
city water supply was the biggest step 
forward in the promotion of dental 
health that the Health Department and 
community have ever taken.” 


In Washington, Baltimore, Pittsburgh, 
Indianapolis, Philadelphia and San Fran- 
cisco, the health commissioners, each one 
an M. D., express the Miami doctor's 
firm belief in fluoridation. ; 


This is the program from which some 
18 million Americans are now receiving 
benefit. In addition, 3% million live in 
areas served by water supplies which by 
nature contain fluorides in the desirable 
amounts. 


This is the program of which The New 
York Times says, “We hope New York 
will not have to wait much longer.” 

Like New York City, Atlanta lags in 
adopting this measure for reducing dental 
decay. Like the Times, The Atlanta Con- 
stitution’ must say, “How much longer, 


Atlanta, must we wait?”

The U.S. Constitution 


Is a Sturdy Document 


The Constitution of the United States 
has been amended only 22 times in its 
165-yvear history, but Congress keeps right 
on trying. A total of 152 amendments 
were offered during the 83rd Congress 
that just adjourned, only six of which 
ever reached the floors of the House and 
Senate. 

Of the six to reach the floor for con- 
sideration, two were rejected outright by 
the Senate—one to restrict membership 
of the Supreme Court and the Bricker 
Amendment to curb the 165-year-old 
powers of the President. 

The difficulty in getting an amend- 
ment to the Constitution is a tribute to 
its original authors. They did not over- 
look many things necessary for men to 
live in freedom. It has served the coun- 
try as well as any document in human 
history. In fact, it is perhaps the great- 
est political pronouncement of all time. 

Of the many pone gknnRnee Ss proposed 
during our history, 22 have been accepted 
by the country and five have been re- 
jected. 

If the thousands of amendments that 
have been proposed had been accepted, 
the Constitution would be an unwieldly, 
unworkable document that would make 
government impossible. We only have to 
look at some state constitutions to realize 
that. , 

Yes, the Constitution is a pretty good 
document. The less it’s tampered with 
the better. The founding fathers did a 
good job and efforts to improve upon it 
are difficult indeed.

Taxation of dividend income was reduced and a sched- 


uled tax cut for corporations was postponed one year. 


The new tax law also increases 
allowable deductions for medical 
expenses, permits deduction of 
some child-care costs, eases the 
tax load on retirement income, 
and authorizes faster depreciation 
write-offs, Administration forces 
defeated efforts to increase per- 
sonal exemptions. 

Scheduled reduction of some ex- 
cise taxes was postponed, but 
others were cut back by almost 
$1 billion.

Yet Are Meaningful 


Some time ago I wrote about the importance 
of teaching small children to appreciate that be- 
hind their meals were the hands of a multitude 


of farmers, manufacturers and marketers and behind all of them the 
benevolent providence of God. I listed nine liftle prayers suitable for 
use before meals and invited readers to send to me the prayers they 


use at their tables. 


Well, the response has been very generous and 


I'm still getting letters on the subject. 


Many of the table blessings are 
brief and yet contain within a few 
words an abundant meaning. One, 
for instance, reads: ‘‘For all Thy 
mercy, for Thy bounty, for what 
we are about to receive, O Lord, 
we give Thee thanks. Amen.” In 
this sentence is an acknowledg- 
ment of the goodness and provi- 
dence of God and man’s proper 
attitude of gratitude. 

Several letters contain this 
breakfast grace: ‘Father, we 
thank Thee for the night ... And 
for the blessed morning light ... 
For health and food and loving 
care ... For all that makes the 
world so fair ... Help us to do 
the things we should ... To be to 
others kind and good ... In all 
we do and all we say... Be more 
like Thee every day.” 

A letter from Decatur quotes 
this grace which, the writer says, 
emphasizes in the child's mind 
three distinct attitudes that are 
desirable: ‘‘Bless, O Lord, our 
bodies to thy service ... And this 
food to our bodies ... Make us 
ever mindful of the needs of 
others. Amen.”’ 

This one has an especial appeal 
to me: ‘‘Lord Jesus, be our Holy 
Guest ...

coming elections without some 
shelter from this kind of accusa- 
tory barrage. They saw their op- 
portunity when a moderate anti- 
Communist bill came to the floor 
of the Senate last week. Liberal 
Democratic Sen. Hubert Humphrey 
of Minnesota was ready with a 
surprise amendment which would 
automatically make known mem- 
bers felons. It was quickly passed. 

Under administration initiative 
the House removed the Humphrey 
amendment. Now the Senate has 
put it back with the Democrats 
supporting it almost unanimously 
and the Republicans voting 38 to 
3 against it. 

This means that, whatever the 
final outcome, the Democrats can 
go into the fall campaign with 
plausible — but no more than 
plausible — argument that they 
have taken the toughest, roughest, 
hardest, you-can't-ever-call-me-a- 
pro-Commie position of anybody— 
“‘and the Republicans voted against 
us!”’ 

When Congress breathlessly 
passes a measure of such moment 
in the hectic preadjournment 
hours, without hearings on the dis- 
puted provision, without substan- 
tial debate, and with elections 
beckoning luringly ahead, it is 
time for calmer people to stop, 
look and question.

Both influences made their imprint on the 


record of Congress, and, in fact, on the administration. Congress and 
administration must be considered together. 


One of the influences is the mod- 
erately progressive wing of the 
party, with its invitation to a con- 
tinuation of New Deal-Fair Deal 
social welfare advances, among 
other benevolent objectives. As a 
campaigner in 1953, Gen. Eisen- 
hower kept that face of the Re- 
publican Janus forward with his 
constantly reiterated pledge to 
‘‘preserve the social gains.”’ 

The other influence in the party, 
active first in the Eisenhower 
nomination, is that of powerful 
business and financial interests 
that are cold and sure in their 
political calculations. In the war 
hero they saw not only the one 
public figure whom the Republi- 
cans might be able to elect, but a 
figure behind whose glowing im- 
age, if elected, they might op- 
erate effectively to get what they 
wanted. His lack of practical po- 
litical experience lent itself to their 
purposes. To further them, they 
were able to get heavy represen- 
tation in the administration close 
to the ear of the President. 

As for the first influence, we 
see it reflected in expansion of 
the New Deal social security pro- 
gram, for example. For that Pres- 
ident Eisenhower is due_ great 
credit as he brought into line 
members of his party who had 
successfully blocked such expan- 
sion when sought repeatedly by 
former President Truman. 

As for the second influence, bus!- 
ness and finance, their successes 


have been two-fold—in the ‘“‘packe 
ing’’ of government agencies 
charged with regarding business 
so that those agencies now reflect 
the viewpoint of those they are 
supposed to regulate, and in de 
cisions and acts of Congress, some 
of which escaped much publicity. 

Oil, a heavy contributor to the 
Eisenhower campaign, got its pay- 
off early and dramatically in the 
first major bill of the administra- 
tion—that handing over to coastal 
states ownership of oil-rich off- 
snore lands in which the Supreme 
Court hati said the federal gove 
ernment had paramount interest. 

Electric utilities, how resurgent 
here and weighty in administra- 
tion councils, were successful in 
shackling expansion of public pows 
er and low-cost electricity as em- 
hodied in multi-purpose watershed 
projects of a giant type and in 
the Rural Electrification Adminis- 
tration. This was accomplished 
through administrative actions in 
the Interior Department and oth- 
er agencies as well as by acts of 
Congress. 


Even TVA, hitherto considered 
almost untouchable, was hit in a 
maneuver in which President Fi- 
senhower participated personally 
with his great prestige.

Knock knees in children under 


three are not unusual. These 


youngsters are clumsy on their 
feet and stumble easily but 
after they learn to stand and 
walk properly, the condition 
yenerally corrects itself. 

The abnormality begins with 
weakness of the muscles and 
ligaments that support the in- 
ner aspect of the knee. The 
ensuing relaxation leads to poor 
alignment of the legs. The knees 
touch but the ankles are sep- 
arated by an inch or so and in 
some, by three to five inches, 
which produces the typical ‘*X”’ 
type of deformity. 

Teaching the child to walk 
properly and to bear the weight 
of the body on the heels when 
standing usually leads to cure 
within a year or two. Many 
physicians also. instruct the 
shoemaker to build up the in- 
side heel to shift the body- 
weight to the outside rim of the 
foot. 

Bowleg is another common 
defect of the early vears of life. 
Nowadays, it is noted shortly 
after the child begins to walk 
and may result from the wear 
of bulky diapers or from the 


childhood habit of sitting tailor- | 


fashion. The tendency is greater 
among early walkers, more so 
if the youngster is overweight.
